CREAM POOL MEETING 
HELD AT CASTOR 


A meeting was held in the town hall 
at Castor on Saturday afternoon to 
organize a cream pool, The speaker 
was Albert Scott, of Gadsby, who ex- 
plained the proposal in detail and who 
also had with him a number of con- 
tracts for signature. In the course 
of his remarks, Mr. Scott said there 
were ninety creameries operating in 
Alberta, and twenty creameries could 
easily handle all the cream business 
of the province, The idea is to have 
a central pool at one of the large 
cities to act solely as a selling agency 
and the province would be divided up 
into a number of local district pools 
or creameries to purchase the cream, 
and make butter. 

Farmers should ship their cream to 
the nearest pool creamery and get 
cash for it, the same as they do at 
present from the other creameries. 
For central Alberta, Mr. Scott advo- 
cated that there should be only four 
creameries ‘as follows: one at Red 
Deer to catch cream coming north 
and south; one at Alix to cover the 
district surrounding, and C.N.R, line 
north and south; one at Monitor to 
handle the district west of the Sas- 
katchewan boundary, with possibly 
another at Stettler, Similarly, there 
should be creameries on the Wetas- 
kiwin branch, and in various parts of 
the province. Those who sign the 
contracts will pay a membership fee 
of one dollar, and another dollar to 
cover the initial cost of organizing 
the pool.

A large deposit of yellow, red and 
brown ochre has been discover)d 70 
miles north of Edmonton and within 
six miles of the railroad.. The entire 
territory has been covered by mineral 
claims and it is the opinion of those 
who have filed on them that this find 
will mean much to Alberta, as they 
point out that two essentials to paint 
manufacture are now in being here— 
oil from the Wainwright area’ and 
ochre from the north.

ORGANIZER FISHER 
SEES EARLY DEATH 
OF GOVERNMENT 


Edmonton, Sept. 29.—B. C. Fisher, 
Liberal organizer, on his return to 


Edmonton after visiting a number of 


districts, in an interview in an Ed- 
monton paper declares that there is 


little hope of the Greenfield govern- 
ment being returned at the next elec- 


tion. He does not believe there will 
be an election until the conclusion of 
the Farmer term in 1926. 

“None but the actual partisans— 
those having little offices and jobs 
of various sorts with the government 
—are today supporting the Greenfield 
administration” is the way Mr. Fisher 
put it. “The rank and file of the 
farmers are tired of group represen- 
tation which has not proved, after a 
fair trial, to be in their interests, well- 
meaning though such efforts might 
have been.” 

“And what of the Conservative ‘par: 
ty?” Mr. Fisher was asked. 


“The Conservative party has no 


hope of winning the next general el- 


ection” was Mr. Fisher’s reply. “All 
they can do, and they are doing it, 
is to perfect a skeleton organization 
now, that will help them build up a 
strong Conservative body of electors 
for the future. In the meantime I 
look for an exact reversal of the thing 
that happened in Ontario when the 
Drury government was _ defeated.

About this time 
founders of the industry realized 


they were making.a large sum of 


money, which encouraged them to 


develop a distinctive type of silver 


fox. In 1909 one rancher received 


$5000 per pair for six animals, and 


the same fall Mr. Dalton realized 


£6385 for twenty-five pelts, an av- 
erage of $1385 each; one bringing over 


$2600.00. 


The information that there was big 


money to be made in raising foxes 


became generally known, which creat- 


ed a big boom. Buyers offered from 
$10,000 to $30,000 for a pair of foxes 
irrespective of pelt value. 

In 1914, when the war broke out, 
the dealers found themselves up 
against a real problem as the English 
market was closed to them. A mar- 
ket was found in New York, where 
pelts were sold as low as $500 to $900 
each, and this market has developed 
rapidly. 

In 1920, after the close of the war, 
the industry demanded considerable 
attention, when the federal depart- 
ment of agriculture decided to help 
the industry and inaugurated a strict 
registration system. Every fox is 
now thoroughly inspected, and {f 
found up to standard, it is marked ac- 
cordingly. If, on the other hand, the 
animal is not up to requirements, it 
must be disposed of by a certain date. 

At the Toronto exhibition the sil- 
ver fox exhibit is given a. prominent 
place. The dealers in the U.S, are 
buying all the stock they can. The 
government of the U.S. has assoclated 
itself with the Canadian government, 
and the American National Fox 
Breeders’ Association has been form- 
ed. The government is today recety- 
ing inquiries from parties in every 
country in Europe, as well as Austra- 
lia, China and other countries.

BIG DEVELOPMENTS 
CERTAIN IN CATTLE 
TRADE WITH JAPAN 


Vancouver, Sept. 27.—Tremendous 
development in the business of ship- 
ping cattle to Japan via Vancouver is 
predicted by H. A. Craig, deputy min- 
ister of agriculture for Alberta, who 
has returned: from the Orient, after 
accompanying a shipment of 15 head 
of live cattle to Nippon. 

In an address to members of the 
foreign trade bureau of the Vancouver 
board of trade yesterday, Mr, Craig 
stated that the cattle arrived in Japan 
in perfect condition, some of them 
heavier after their arrival than when 
they left Vancouver. That this port 
will not suffer from competition 
from the Antipodes was indicated by 
Mr. Craig’s statement that a shipment 
of cattle from Australia to Japan had 
been started as livestock and arrived 
as meat, the cattle having died while 
crossing the equator. i

party left for Mr. Henderson’s farm 
where they judged some splendid 
classes of Angus cows, heifers and 
bulls made up of individuals which 
Mr. Henderson is preparing for the 
eastern show rings this fall.

‘Heavy 
frosts occurred in many districts of 
the province between the 19th and 
26th inst, as a result of which the 
grade of grain still uncut was lowered. 
In the southern districts threshing op- 
erations were fairly well advanced 
when the rains of the past week held 
up operations, In the central dis- 
tricts there are still a few scattered 
fields to cut. In the Grande Prairie 
and Peace River districts, harvest- 
ing was practically completed last 
week, but threshing has also been de- 
layed there. 

The advantages of irrigation have 
been emphasized in the southern irri- 
gation districts this season, in the 
comparison that is made between the 
yields obtained where irrigation was 
neglected, the latter yielding scarcely 
more than five or six bushels to the 
acre in many localities, while crops 
on the irrigated lands have produced 
well, Where fall irrigation was prac- 
ticed, the benefits were particularly 
apparent. 

The second cutting of alfalfa is pro- 
ceeding in the south, and is yielding a 
good crop. The large area in corn 
in the south this year will give a dis- 
appointing yield on account of the un- 
favorable weather.

A Moral 
Menace 


It is not true that money is the 
root of all evil, but the love of money 
is, and the intoxicating love of it con- 
stitutes a moral menace today. There 
is nothing so taking the moral fibre 
out of civic and national life, and out 
of business life, like the inordinate 
love of money, It lies at the root of 
one of the greatest curses in our 
Christian civilization; the curse of 
grafting. 

It has often been said that in the 
public life of Great Britain the word 
“graft” is practically an unknown 
word, The men in parliament or in 
positions of public responsibility 
were men of honor and unstained 
characters who would have felt it 
a disgrace to have their names un- 
der suspicion. They exalted their of- 
fice by bringing to it unimpeachable 
characters. These’ traditions of 
honor and integrity are still cherish- 
ed in Britain, but we fear not so 
much so on the American continent. 

The sin of graft is altogether too 
prevalent in this country. It has be- 
come almost as prevalent as tipping. 
In important contracts and big deals 
there are those who are looking for 
‘rake-offs”, and if possible, these par- 
ies will hold up important work until 
the dishonest demands have been met. 
There is no doubt that grafting and 
gambling are two of the most menac- 
ing sins in the national life of any 
Christian country. 

In speaking along this line Chief 
Justice Brewer across the line said 
many years ago that “the Chicago 
Stock Exchange had wrecked more 
lives, caused more suicides and ruin- 
ed more homes than the Civil War.” 
It is an astonishing statement to 
make, and even if only a partial truth 
it is a mighty serious situation. An- 
other form of grafting is illustrated 
in the discovery made by a farmer 
who sent produce to commission 
houses in two large cities. He was 
not satisfied with the return from 
one city, so after a shipment he went 
to the city, saw his goods put up for 
sale and bought them. He then went 
home and awaited returns from the 
merchant, and received just one-half 
of what he had paid for them, He 
was informed that some firms carried 
on that form of grafting regularly. 

But this sin is not confined to peo- 
ple in public life and promoters of 
big business. The workman or the 
day laborer may be a grafter. The 
man who daily loafs on his job is 
guilty of this sin, He increases costs 
while he gratifies laziness. To steal 
a firm’s time is as dishonorable as 
stealing its money. 


What is needed today is a revival 
; of old-fashioned honesty of the type 
that places character above ill-gotten 
gains. The grafting, godless man, 
who puts riches ahead of righteous- 
ness and cares not how he gets his 
wealth, ought to be branded as a 
‘moral menace to society, instead of 
(being called, as he often is, “an in- 
;fluential man in the community.” Un- 
less grafting is dealt with severely as 
la crime and men of high or low de- 
‘gree who are guilty dealt with as 
‘criminals, our national life must nec- 
! cessarily become decadent.

PREPARING THE 
SURPLUS COCKERELS 
FOR THE MARKET 


Repeated experiments conducted by 
the poultry division of the Dominion 
experimental farms, both at Ottawa 
and at the branch farms throughout 
Canada, have demonstrated the fact 
that it is far more profitable to fatten 
cockerels before putting them on the 
market, than to sell them direct from 
range. The additional profit obtained 


thereby, is due not only to the in- ati iat 


crease in the weight, but more parti- 
cularly to the improved quality of the 
flesh, which always commands a high- | 
er price. 

Crate fattening involves a little 
more time and trouble than does fat- 
tening in pens or yards, but has pro- 
ven to be the more satisfactory and 
gives greater returns, An experiment 
conducted at the experimental farm, 
Ottawa, in 1921, showed that the av- 
erage profit (over cost of feed) real- 
ized on birds fattened in crates was 
almost fifty per cent greater than on 
those fattened in yards,

tion of land has been purchased, and ! 
on this a Russian village, to house all 


the members of the colony, will be 
established. A small plot is acquired ! 
by each immigrant family, houses be- 
ing erected side by side for the acco- 
modation of the entire colony. The; 
settlers, of course, have farms in the 
scattered parts of the district, but all 
reside in the liltle collection of cabins 
which forms the village.
